BERLIN, via London, June 21.—Rus- 
sian forces which crossed the Styr Riv- 
er west of Kolki were driven back by a 
counter-attack, the official statement of 
the War Office today announces. North- 
west of Lutsk, the Russians eer: re- 
sisted the German advance. 


PETROGRAD, June 21.—The War Of- 
fice announced today that the number 
of men captured by the Russians in the 
offensive in Volhynia and Galicia up to 
Thursday of last Week was 172,484. 


On the nortrern flank of Gen. 
Brussiloff's front the Austrian  re- 
sistance, considerably stiffened by 


the arrival of a larger number of 
German reinforcements, has succeed- 
ed in cheéking the Russian drive be- 
tween Lutsk and Kovel, which, direct- 
ed against Viadimir-Volynski, aims at 
Gestroying the Austrian communica- 
tions between Kovel and Lemberg. But 
in spite of the violent Austro-German 
counter attacks, one of which broke 
through .the Russian lines, the latest 
reports are to the effect that the Rus- 
siens_ have again resumed progress in | 
this sector after taking the usual toll 
of prisoners. 

On the southern flank the Austrians 
have been unable to check, even momen-

Rushes in Front°’of Machine and 
Is Run Over — Dies 
Hour Later.

This, being near- 
est headquarters, is the place of honor, 
The First Regiment arrived in three 
sections, the first composed of com- 
panies A, B, C, D, and headquarters 
company of 58 men, including a band of 
24 pieces.

“REPORTED KILLED 


News Comes From Berlin — 
Flyer Credited With Bringing 
Down 15 Machines. 


BERLIN, via London, June 21.—Lieut. 
Immelmann, whose daring exploits as 
an aviator have made his name known 
throughout the world, is reported to have 
been killed in a fall with an aeroplane. 

The Lieutenant’s name was first men- 
tioned in an official report from the 
German War Office on Oct. 2, 1915, when 
it was related that he had shot down 
his fourth aeroplane. The last mention 
of his name in an official communica- 
tion was on May 17 when he shot down 
his fifteenth aeroplane. 

Lieut. Immelmann has been described 
by a British observer as a doughty ene- 
my, but one whose methods are less 
heroic than scientific. He did not seek 
adventure as such, or run avoidable 
risks, but he hunted deliberately with 
the single aim of destroying aircraft. 
His plan was simple but effective. He 
counted to a great height, usually about 
13,000 feet, and as soon as he observed 
an enemy below he made a long straight 
even dive behind the — firing con- 
tinuously.

BIG DEMONSTRATION FOR — 
MILITIAMEN ON DEPARTURE 


Crowds Cheer First Regiment on Line of March 


From the Armory to Station and 
in the Midway. 


The departure of the First Regiment, 
for Nevada last evening was the occa- 
sion of an unusual demonstration, in 
which relatives and friends of many of 
the officers and men took part. The 
farewell scenes began at the Armory, 
from which the start was made a few 
minutes before 6 o’clock, were contin- 
ued on the march to Union Station, and 
at the station, until the departure of 
the regiment’s three special trains. 

‘The regiment goes to Nevada every 
summer for the State encampment, 
and it may not get beyond that point 
this year, though it is likely to stay 
more than the usual two weeks’ en- 
campment period. But thé thing which 
aroused the sentimental interest of hun- 
dreds of St. Louisans last evening was 
the possibility that the return of the 
gvardsmen may be long delayed, and 
that they may go to the Mexicon bor- 
der, or even Into Mexico. 


Reminder of 18 Years Ago. 

For this reason the interest shown and 
the demonstration made were of the 
same sort as in Spanish War times, a 
little more than 18 years ago, when the 
same regiment left for the Chickamauga 
camp, where it was held in reserve 
throughout the brief war. 

Inside the armory, just before the 
start, the crowd was so dense that the 
officers had to clear the building of all 
but ‘the soldiers. The throng gathered 
about the door, so that there was further 
delay in getting a passage to the street. 

At 6:30 o'clock a bugler in front of 
the regimental headquarters sounded as- 
sembly. The 12 companies of the regi- 
ment immediately -.egan forming in 
ranks inside the -.rmory. 

Ten minutes later, following the ad- 
jutant’s call, Col. Donnelly stepped from 
the regimental! headquarters into the as- 
sembly hall carrying the Stars and 
Stripes in one hand and the regimental 
fiag in the other.

TURKS SEIZE THE PROPERTY 
OF TWO AMERICAN MISSIONS 


Schools and Hospitals Valued at 
#500,000 Commandered for 
Military Purposes. 

NEW YORK, June 21.—Schools and 
hospitals owned and conducted by the 
American Board of Foreign Missions at 
Marsovan and Sivas, Turkey, valued 
ai more than half a million dollars, 
have been commandeered by the Turks 
for military purposes and the mission- 
aries in charge compelled to abandon 
their work, according to Americans who 

arrived here today from the Orient. 

The property was taken over, they 
said, in May, when the diplomatic sit- 
uation* between thé United States and 
Germany was tense over the U-boat con- 
troversy.. The missionaries, who are in 
Constantinople, arrived there prior to 
the departure of the Americans who ar- 
rived here today. They said the Turks 
first informed them that the United 
States and Germany were at war. 

Elsewhere, the arrivals here said, 
properties and work of American mis- 
sionaries in Turkey were unmolested.

MEN'S INSURANCE 


Companies Have War Clause 
That They May Apply in Pro- 
portion to Risk. 


Departure of the First Regiment, N. 
G. M., to Nevada, Mo., today raised the 
question among insurence men whether 
policiesc carried by the militiamen will 
be paid in case of death, accident or dis- 
ease in the mobilization camp. 

These militiamen are technically in the 
Federal service, mobilized for war. Yet 
they may never move further south un- 
less actual war is declared. During the 
Spanish-American War more men died 
from disease than bullets, in mobiliza- 
tion camps. However, modern sanitary 
conditions as are now maintained in 
military camps, and the preventive 
methods used to guard against disease, 
are such as to place at a minimum the 
possibility of serious illness. 

War Clause in Policies. 

Many insurance policies contain a 
“war clause,”’ limiting the Hability of 
the insuring company in case the in- 
sured dies after entering any branch of 
the service. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
who investigated the matter found that 
most insurance companies hold such 
mobilization as that in Nevada to come 
under the “war clause.”’ 

June B. Ruth, representative of the 
Illinois Life Insurance Cd., said that his 
company considered men in mobilization 
camps to be in war service. In such 
case they place a lien against the policy 
for 5 per,cent of its face value, to be 
deducted in case of death. This is their 
only restriction, and the insured entering 
the service may pay this lien in ad- 
vance, if desired. 

Officials of the International Life In- 
surance Co. of St. Louis stated that in 
case an insured man in the national 
guard died of disease, in a mobilization 
camp, that the policy would be paid. 
But should he be killed by a comrade 
accidentally firing a weapon, that would 
be considered an accident of war, and 
then the amount paid the beneficiary 
would be limited to the amount ofthe 
full legal reserve of the policy. 


Want Special Rate. 
No insurance is being written by this 


company for men entering the service to 
fight, except by special arrangement 
with the company, and at a special haz- 
ardous rate. 

The “war clause’ varies. The Aetna 
Accident & Liability Co. will pay ac- 
cident policies in full in case of injury 
or death this side of the boundary line. 
In case the insured leaves the country 
to fight an enemy, and is injured or 
killed, then only a certain per cent of 
the face value will be paid, as it is con- 
sidered that the person has changed to 
an extra hazardous occupation. The 
majority of accident insurance com- 
panies are said to follow this rule.

AT CASAS GRANDES 


Sen. Pershing Made Preparations 
to Attack Carranza 
Garrison. 


GEN. PERSHING’S HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN FIELD, June 20, via wireless 
to Columbus, N. M., June 21.—A serious 
situation which might have had a wide 
international bearing was saved this aft- 
ernoon when the commander of the Car- 
ranzista®’ garrison at Neuva Casas 
Grandes liberated an enlisted man who 
had fallen out of the ranks of his regi- 
ment marching into camp at Colonia 
Dublan, and had been made prisoner by 
a Carranzista patrol. Gen. Pershing sent 
a@ messenger to Neuvas Casas Grandes 
with word that if the American soldier 
were not released at once the town 
would be attacked. Orders were given 
to a squadron of cavalry to prepare to 
march against the garrison. 

When Gen. Pershing’s messenger, in 
an automobile, reached the garrison he 
found that the commander had released 
the man, but had retained his arms and 
equipment. The messenger demanded in 
Gen. Pershing’s name that these be 
given to him and that they were turned 
over, clesing the incident. 

When brought to headquarters the sol- 
dier who came so near to being the 
cause of hostilities said he had been suf- 
fering from illness on the march and 
had fallen some distance behind his 
command. His company was in sight as 
he approached Neuvas Casas Grandes, 
and he was on the portion of the road- 
way which always has been used by the 
American troops passing that town, 
when he was suddenly surrounded by 
Carranzista soldiers, who told him he 
was a prisoner. They took him to the 
cuartel and subjected him to close ques- 
tioning as to the number of American 
soldiers in the various garrisons, the 
number of guns carried by artillery divi- 
sions, the size of the American forces:

Manufacturers and Others Defend 
Stop-Watch System and “Scien- 
tific Shop Management. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—A score of 
prominent manufacturers, engineers

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HE following article re- 
ceived by the Post-Die- 
patch by cable today, is

‘He has gathered the 
material for his story from the 
crew of the B-9 which operated 
in the Baitic “hunting grounds” 
all last winter.

N Trade’ came to be applied to 
the submarine service. Some 
say the men of the cruisers invented 
it, because they pretend submarine of- 
ficers look like unwashed chauffeurs. 
Others think it sprang forth by itself, 
which means that it was coined by 
the lower deck, “where they always 
have proper names for everything.” 
Whatever the truth, the submarine 
service is now “The Trade,” and if 
you ask them why they will answer: 
“What else could you call it?. The 
trade ‘s the trade, of course.” It is 
a close corporation, yet it recruits its 
‘men and officers from every class that 
uses steam and engines, as well as 
from many classes that never expect- 
ed to deal with either. 
It takes them. They disappear fora 
while and return changed to their 
very souls, for “The Trade” lives in 


O one knows how the title “The 
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RUDYARD KIPLING 
a world without precedents, of which 
no generation has had any previous 
experience—a world still being made 
and enlarged daily. 

Makes and Settles Own Problems. 

It creates and settles its own prob- 
lems as it goes along and if it can- 
not help itself no onegelse can. 80 
“The Trade” lives in the dark and 
thinks out inconceivable and impos- 
sible things which it afterward puts 
into practice. 

Let us take almost at random an 
episode in the life of H. M. Subma- 
rine E-9. It is true that she was 
commanded by Commander Max Hor- 
ton, but the utter impersonality of the 
tale makes it seem’as though the boat 
herself spoke. Some time ago the E-9 
was in the Baltic in the deeps of win- 
ter, where she used to be taken to her 
hunting grounds by an ice breaker. 

Obviously a submarine cannot use 
her sensitive nose to smash\ heavy 
ice, so a broad-beamed pushing’ chap- 
erone comes along to see her clear of 
the thick harbor aad shore ice. In 
pthe open sea, apparently, she is left 
to her own devices. In the company 
of an ice breaker, then, the E-9 “pro- 
ceeded” (neitner in tne senior: nor 
junior service does anyone officially 
“go” anywhere) to a certain position. 

(It is not stated in the book, but 
“The Trade” knows every single de- 
tail of what is left out). She spent 
a certain time in testing a certain 
apparatus which may or may not 
work properly when immersed in a 
mixture of block ice and dirty ice 
cream, in a température well toward 
zero. 

This is a pleasant job, made more de- 
ughtful by the knowledge that if you 
slip off the superstructure the deadly 
Baltic chill will stop your heart long 
before even your heavy clothes can 
down you. Hence (and this is not in 
the book either), te remark of a 
highly trained sailorman in those lati- 
tudés who, on being told by his superior 
officer of his duty to go to hell, did 
insubordinately and enviously reply: 
“Do you think I'd De here if I could?” 
Whereby he caused the entire person- 
nel, beginning with the Commander, to 
say “Amen,” or words to that eff>ct. 

The E-9 evidently made things work, 
for the next day she reports: 

“As circumstances were favorable, de- 
cided to attempt to bag a destroyer.’’

near a well-used destroyer run, for 
shortly afterward she sees three of 


‘them, but too far off to attack, and 


later, as the light is failing, a fourth 
destroyer, toward which she maneuvers, 
keeping deep,”’ which she notes “‘is 
very difficult owing to heavy swell.’’ 

An observation balloon on a gusty 
day is almost as stable as a submarine 
“pumping’ in a heavy sea, and since 
the Baltic is shallow a submarine runs 
a chance of being let down with a 
whack on the bottom. None the less, 
E-9 works her way to within 600 yards 
of her quarry, fires and waits just long 
enough to be sure that the torpedo is 
running straight and that the destroyer 
is holding her course. 

Then she “dips to avoid detection."’ 
The rest is deadly simple. 

“At the correct moment, after firing 
(45 to 60 seconds) heard the unmistaka- 
ble noise of a torpedo detonating.”’ 

Four minutes later she rose and 
‘found destroyer had  disappeared.’’ 
Then for reasons probably connected 
with other destroyers who, too, may 
have .heard that unmistakable sound, 
she goes to bed below in the chill dark 


till it is time to turn homeward. 

When she rose she met a storm from 
the north and logged it accordingly. 
“Spray froze as it struck and the bridge 
became a mass of ice. Experienced 
considerable difficulty in keeping con- 
ning tower hatch from ice. Found it 
necessary to keep a man. continually ' 
employed on this work. he bridge 
screen immovable. Ice 6 inches thick 
on it. Telegraphs frozen.’’ 

That was in winter. In summer it 
was “quite the other way. The E-9 
had to go to bed by day” very often, 
under the long lasting Northern Light, 
when the Baltic is as smooth as car- 
pét and one cannot get within a 
mile and a half of anything with eyes 
in its head without being put down. 

Attacks Two Battleships. 

There was one time when the E-9 
evidently on information received took 
up a “certain position” and reported 
the sea glassy. She had to suffer in 
silence while three heavily laden ships 
went by, for an attack would have 
given away her position. Her reward 
came the next day when she sighted 
(the words run like Marryat’s) ‘en- 
emy squadron coming up fast from 
the eastward and proceeding in shore 
of us.’” There were two. heavy bat- 
tleships with an escort of destroyers 
and the E-9 turned to attack. She 


does not say how she crept up in that | 


smooth sea to within a quarter of a 
mile of the leading ship—‘a three- 
funnel ship of either the Deutschland 
or Braunschwig class, but she man- 
aged it and fired both bow torpedoes 
at her. 

“No. 1 torpedo was seen and heard 
to strike her just before the foremost 
funnel. Smoke and debris appeared to 
go as high as the masthead.” That 
much the E-9 saw before one of the 
guardian destroyers ran at her. 

“So,” says she,” observing her, I 
took my periscope off the battleship.” 
This was excusable, as the destroyer

the E-9 had to flood her tanks and 
get down quickly. BWven so, the de- 
stroyer only just missed her and she 
struck bottom in 48 feet. 

“But,” says the B-9 who, if she could 
not see, kept her ears open, “at the 
correct interval (the 45 or 50 seconds 
mentioned in the previous case) the 
second torpedo was heard to explode, 
though not actually seen.” 

The E-9 came up 20 minutes later 
to make sure. The. destroyer was 
waiting for her a couple of hundred 
yards away and again the E-9. dipped 
for life, but just had time to see one 
large vessel approximately four or 
five miles away. 

Putting courage aside, think for the 
moment of the mere thrill of it all-— 
that last dive for the attack on the 
chosen battleship—the eye at the peri- 
scope watching “No. 1 torpedo” cet 
home—the rush of the vengeful destroy- 
er—the instant order for flooding ev- 
erything—the swift descent which had 
to be arranged for, with full knowledge 
of shallow sea floors waiting below, 
and a guess at the course that might 
be taken by the seeking bows above, 
for, assuming a destroyer’s bows draw 
15s feet and a submarine on the bottom 
to stand 2 feet to the top of her con- 
ning tower, there is not much clearance 
in 43 feet of salt water, especially if 
the boat jumps when she touches bot- 
tom.

The system is that each soldier must 
cook for himself, do his own’ washing 
and find bis own food when in towns. 
Probably he would fare badly if left to 
his own devices, for the Mexican is lazy 
and hopelessly shiftless. But his women 
watch out for him. Each cooks for her 
own man and whatever children they 
possess. She looks to thé jefes and her 
lord to supply the food, but in emer- 
gency she is ready and competent to 
rustle on her own account. And on the 
march—but let me first tell you of that 


| particular force. 


Children and Dogs, 

They were loaded 530 to a car—men, 
women, children and dogs. Some trav- 
eled inside, the ~emainder on the roof. 
Gen. Calles remarked that very few of 
them ever rolled off, even in their sleep, 
and that the aptitude of the children 
for this mode of travel was quite re- 
markable. 

Little fires of soft coal and wod6d 
burned beside the track, and over these 
slatterns were boiling beans. Others 
rolled tortillas. Quite a number cooked 
inside the cars and the smoke welled 
up in stinging: clouds. It did not seem 
to bother the occupants at all, and 
sand on the floor prevented the fire from 
eating through the boards. 

They were all very soiled and dirty, 
and from a casual survey I should say 
that the costume of the ladies consisted 
of a blouse, a skirt and shaw! and noth- 
ing else. They had.that fine, free, loose 
look our women can only attain in an 
old biue kimono. A few had battered 
shoes, but stockings were absent. The 
children were unwashed and half-naked 
and gloriously healthy. 

All the family possessions were slung 
or piled in bundles, except the precious 
utensils in use for the meal. For such 
things as an empty lard bucket, or a 
handful of grain there was keen rivalry. 
While a roll call of the Yaqui company 
was in progress, a couple of the women 
fell out. over ownexship, of a tin from 
Chicago, and one slapped the other and 
jerked the shawl from her head and 
pulled her hair. The row was shrill but 
harmless, and quickly ceased. 

The children were of all ages, from 
half-grown boys to babes in arms. Any 


}male child over 12 seems to be eligible 


for enlistment. I have ssen scores of 
soldiers in the ranks of both factions 
who could not have been more than 14 
years old, draped with cartridge belts. 

Orders were for them to move that 
night, and accordingly the camp follow- 
érs were busy. The job of packing fell 
to them, of course. 

Mexicans and the Ladder. 

At the door of one car stood an im- 
provised ladder. Somehow that ladder 
and its pse typified Mexican character 
to me. It would have been so much 
simpler and easier to lift the stuff in 
without it, for the car floor was not 
above four feet from the ground. But 
no, the inventor of the ladder had to 
haul everything he owned up its crazy 
rungs; and when ‘it came time for his 
Wife and year-old son to get aboard, 
they ascended the ladder, too. Even the 
family dog’ was made to climb it by 
pushing. The baby had to be held by 
the arms, and his gne-piece shirt slid up 
around his neck.” A movie man snapped 
a picture of him amid screams of laugh- 
ter from the ladies. 

The women are always with the army 
or ahead of it. When Villa moved north 
from Mexico City at the height of his 
power, there were 18,000 women on his 
troop trains. In the defense of Agua 
Prieta last November the women fought 
beside their men in the trenches, and 
after the battle heaps of dead were 
found. 

One of the heroines of the revolution 
was a girl named Ramfhoncita. She was 
only 15, but joined the rebels at: Torreon, 
dressed as a captain, in order to be with 
her sweetheart. One day their company 
engaged a band of Federals and the boy 
was dangerously wounded. As he was 
toppling from his horse Ramoncita 
dragged him over on to hers and laid 
him across the saddle; then retreated, 
firing at the enemy as she went. 

Women on the March. 

The camp followers can shame mosi 
men ona march. Let us suppose that 
a column is about to start for a new 
camp 40 miles distant. Perhaps they 
are obliged to reach it by a round- 
about way in order to forage or scout 
for the enemy. But the women hit 
straight across country, walking day 
and night, carrying food, babies and 
all their worldly goods with them.

found—earthen pots on their backs or 
in their hands, a pan for baking tor- 
tillas, a tin of water, bundles of bed- 
ding and clothes on their heads, chil-

St. Louis. lawyers have been discussing 
the difference between the expatriation 
laws of the United States and Great 
Britain—this difference. they aasert, 
raising an interesting ‘egal point re- 
speoting the citizenship of the Republic- 
an candidate, but not touching his eli- 
gibility to office. 

The United States recognizes fully the 
right of any citizen to expatriate him- 
self by the process of naturalization in 
another country. But Great Britain 
does not recognize the right of expatri- 
ation, holding that a natural born sub- 
ject of the crown cannot, even by 
swearing allegiance to another Govern- 
ment, divest himself of his British citi- 
zenship. _ 

Change Made in 1870. 

Until 1870 fhere was no way by which 
a child of a natural born Briton, even 
though born in another country, could. 
put aside his British citizenship. In 
that year there was passed an act of 
Parliament providing that ‘“‘any person 
who is born out of Her Majesty's do- 
minions of a father, being a British sub- 
ject, may, if of full age, and not under 
any disability, make a declaration of 
alienage, and from and after the mak- 
ing of such declaration, shall cease to 
be a British subject.” 

The St. Louls lawyers who have in- 

vestigated the laws of both the United 
States and England on this subject, as- 
sert that unless former Justice Hughes, 
since 1870, has made a declaration of 
alienage to England, he has, under the 
laws of Great Britain, a dual citi- 
zenship—that is, he is equally a citizen 
of the United States and of Great 
Britain. 
‘Judge Glendy B. Arnold of the St. 
Louis Circuit Court pointed out to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today the fol- 
lowing laws of Great Britain “on the 
subject of expatriation: . 

First Blackstone, page 370: “An En- 
glishman, who removes to France or 
China, owes the same allegiance to the 
King of England, there as at home, and 
20 years hence, as well as now. For it 
is a principle of universal law that the 
natural-born subject of one prince can- 
not by any act of his own, no, not even 
by swearing allegiance to another, put 
off or discharge his natural allegiance 
to the former: for tnis natural al- 
legiance was intrinsic, and primitive, 
and antecedent to the other, and cannot 
be divested without concurrent act of 
the prince to whom it was first due.” 

First Blackstone (Lewis'), pages 873-4: 
“But .by several more modern: statutes 
these restrictions are still further taken 
off: So that all children born out of the 
King’s allegiance, whose fathers were 
natura®born subjects, are now deemed 
to be natural-born subjects themselves, 
to all intents and purposes.” 

Huzhes Born in New York. 

Former Justice Hughes was born at 
Gien’s Falls, N. Y., in 1862, and under 
the laws of the United States is a full- 

ged American citizen, and all law- 
yers admit, is eligible to hold the office 
of President of the United States, 
whether his father was naturalized be- 
fore he was born or not at all. His fa- 
ther became a naturalized American cit- 
izen as soon &s was legally possible after 
he came to the United Sfates in 1856,

) ‘Victor Ehling’s prompt offer of $10 @ month for 


j the plan of employers who will pay whole or half 


A PREPAREDNESS LESSON, ‘tes 
Discussing preparedness, the Post-Dispatch re- 
marked that it is true millions of Americans will 


defense. To whose arms—the enemy's? “We 
haven’t the arms, ammunition or eqtipment for 
them and if we had they wouldnrt know how to 
use them. 

The truth of this saying is illustrated by the 
call for the national guard to mobilize in prepa- 
ration for eventualities in Mexico. The response 
has been splendid. The enlisted men rallied to 
the call. Recruiting, which languished when the 
war was not impending, became brisk. Thouw- 
sands offered to enlist and we have no doubt if 


. 


lions will rally to the flag. 

There is no lack of partiotism or courage in 
Americans. But there is woeful lack of prepared- 
ness. 

Of the 100,000 organized militia in this country 


maining 50 per cent are in varying conditions 
of preparedness from the half-trained soldier to 
the mere beginner. Few are thoroughly prepared 
to take the fleld and demonstrate efficiency at 
every point. The thousands of raw recruits en- 
listed to bring the organizations to field strerigth 
must be drilled and welded into military bodies. 

Months. will be required for training meén to 
make fairly efficient infantry and cavalrymen. 
Years are required to train artillerymen capable 
of handling modern guns efficiently and to make 
crack rifle marksmen. 

While the half-trained men and raw recruits 
are being drilled and officers are being developed 
the opportunity for the most effective blows 


there is heavy loss of advantage and of lives 
may occur. The war may be prolonged and the 
cost in blood and treasure vastly increased. 

_ The plan of obligatory military universal train- 
ing and service obviates all this delay, Waste of 
times, lives and money. Every able-bodied citizen 
available for military is trained in preparation 
for an emergency of this kind. His training be- 
gins when he is a schoolboy. He is developed 
physically and mentally. He is disciplined mor- 
ally. He is drilled. He works with an 
army in maneuvers. He learns how to use his 
weapons. He can dig a trench, lay out a sanitary 
camp and handle with skill the weapons he must 
use. He is ready at an hour’s notice to become 
an. efficient unit in the efficient military organi- 
zation. He has his equipment ready for service. 

The training of the citizen soldier under the 
universal system is given in youth and early man- 
hood when time can be spared and when training 
is more easily acquired. When the trained citizen 
soldier is not needed for service he is at work. 
He is a mechanic, laborer, clerk, business or pro- 
fessional man. He is a citizen doing the work 
of the country with his fellow-citizen soldiers. 
And he is bettér able to do his work. 

In this country the obligation to train and 
serve would not be laid upon citizens by a su- 
perior power. .No Emperor, King or class would 
impose it. It would be a voluntary obligation 
because the laws imposing it would be adopted 
by the representatives of the citizens with their 
consent. War would depend wholly upon the 
trained citizens who, ag the voters of the coun- 
try, would have the power to control the army 


Not only would the citizens control the army and 
navy—they would be the army and navy. The 
burdens of preparedness and of service.in war 
would be laid equally upon all citizens able to 
bear them. The great number of trained soldiers. 
would admit of selection of the most available—j|~ 
the unmarried ‘and those who could best be spared 
from needful industry. 

The difference between a country ‘prepared 
against war, as we have said before, and a coun- 
try unprepared, on the theory that war is im- 
probable, is the difference between a wise in-' 
vestor and a foolish gambler. 

We have thought war improbable. We are un- 
prepared for war. Yet war seems imminent. We 
have gambled on a probability. Isn’t it time to’ 
sags gambling and invest in security?

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PRITTERING AWAY THE MILL TAX. 
The manner in which the receipts from the mill 
tax are spent will, we may believe, figure decisive- 
ly in the next municipal campaign. From the 


the tax, the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment has already decided on expenditures as fol- 
lows: 

For repairing and oiling streets, $60,000; 
for supplementing the appropriation for the 
O’Falion street dock, $6000; for the Payne 
tract at Tower Grove Park, $130,000; for re- 
claiming river land in Carondefet, $100,000; 
for Koch Hospital, $14,000; for Industrial 
School, $50,000. 

Worthy as some of these purposes are, they 
place no burden on current revenues that could 
not be easily borne in the present year or some 
future year. 
had been further delayed by litigation, provision 
for some of these expenditures would be made 
from current revenue this year and others re- 
ferrred without excessive hardship to the future. 

. But in addition to these specific appropriations 
totaling $859,000, it is said that $500,000 is to be 
set aside to balance funds from which overappro- 
priations were made in the budget and if it is/set 
‘aside to cover possible deficits we may be sure 
that there are those around the city hall who 
will see that deficits impend and that the money 
will be spent. 

So, of the $1,839,205 credited on the tax last Fri- 
day, $859,000 is constructively spent within four 
days, which probably establishes a record in 
light-hearted dissipation of a civic windfall. 

This handsome accumulation of money, lack- 
ing which St. Louis got along: very well in the 
past and could get along equally well in the 
future, should be reserved for some ambitious 
plan meeting the city’s larger needs, something 
fine out-of the reach of current revenue, some- 
thing of such special utility as to form an appre- 
ciated memorial of the resolution with which of- 
ficials and citizens contended for municipal 
rights. 

This $8,600,000 in arrears, only half of which 
is now in the city’s possession, would go far 
toward providing further facilities for putting the 
new bridge to work. In addition to a trolley loop, 
freight terminals are needed to. free St. Louis 
from excessive bridge and terminal charges on 
coal and give the city the benefit it ought to have 
from its nearness to one of the great coal flelds 


of the country. 


The land having been purchased for freight 
terminals of adequate extent, it could be bonded 
without a popular vote and improved with build- 
ings and tracks in the event that the sum avail- 
able was not quite sufficient for carrying out the 
full project. Let us see that the money is devoted 
to a worthy purpose.

THE WAR. 
E have not paid a great deal of attention 
W to the war of late. It has been. going on 
in a sort of humdrum fashion back in the

Preserving Milk Powder. 


NEW method has been discovered, 

says an English paper, for pre- 
serving various food products, espe- 
clally milk powder, the idea being based 
upon placing the substance in a sealed 
vessel or packing case with inert gas, 
so that this latter prevents the usual 
spoiling of contents by the action of 
the air. 

In the French patented process the 
milk powder is packed in metal boxes 
of convenient size, which are entirely 
sealed except for a pinhole that is left 
at the top. A number of such boxes 
are put in a chamber andthe air is ex- 
hausted by means of an air pump. 
When this operation is finished valves 
are opened which allow nitrogen to 
enter the chamber and fill up the sev- 
eral boxes. 

When opening up the chamber the 
boxes are quickly removed and the pin- 
hole soldered before an appreciable 
amount of air has time to enter. 
this way the contents of the boxes are 
kept in an atmosphere of inert gas, 
and the process is thus practical from 
an industrial standpoint.

Most other arti- 
cles range between 20 and 50 per cent, 
and a few are as high as 100 per cent. 
These highest duties are intended for 
the protection of agriculture.and some 
manufactured goods. There is a small 
free list, which includes school books 
not bound and other educational sup- 
plies.

welded alienated races and given the 
great conflict of today an example of 
the sérvices which local autonomy could 
render to imperial strength. 

“Next he reconstituted and reorgan- 
ized the armies, native and British, of 
India, and on heing recalled to Egypt 
he was displaying the -same gifts in 
civil administration that-he had shown 
in tis military career when the present 
war broke out. 

“He brought us to his néw task,'’ said 
the Premier, ‘‘the same sleepless ener- 
Sy, rare resources and masterful per- 
sonality which never failed him. I will 
only say this: 

“Few men have less reason to shrink 
from submitting their lives to the pure 
eye and perfect wisdom. of all-judging 
God.”

Uncertain Mexican ~Outlook 
Favors the Bears; Trading 
Is Fairly Active.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 21.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

vie today, says: 

“Insofar as Mexican uncertainties 
played a definite part in the afternoon 
decline on the Stock Exchange today, 
their effect was produced .by reports of 
the familiar Wall street order. 

“Nothing is easier, in so peculiar cir- 
cumstances, as those which now exist, 
than to have Carranza’s army firing on 
Gen. Pershing’s troops whenever the 
stock. market shows of wavering. 
‘The mere fact that everyone lizes 
how greatly such an occurrence uld 
complicate the situation, is at such 
times the reason for the circulation of 
the rumors. 

“This afternoon's news dispatches 
from Washington and Mexico gave no 
confirmation whatever to those random 
imagina far as they threw any 


light whatever on the situation, it was 


favorable. 


“Scouting parties sent from our army | 


found the surrounding country unex- 
‘pectedly bare of armed Mexicans, ani 
there were distinct intimations of pres- 
sure by other outside Powers on thé 
obstinate Carranza administration. 

“Not until mid-afternoon did the stock 
market show a sharp departure from 
the advancing tendency of the earlier 
‘hours. Then, under the lead of some 
of the zinc and copper mining shares, 
a break ranging as high as 4 to 6 points 
occurred, apparently on various broker- 
age office tips that the metals were be- 
ing produced in tremendous volume and 
only indifferently marketed at the pres- 
ént«time—facts which could have been 
ascertained long ago by a glance at 
daily metal market reports. 

“The decline, however, was not -con- 
fined to the mining shares, but was par- 
ticipated in, to a smaller extent, by va- 
rious other industrial stocks and rail- 
_W 3 A shares. 

he Mercantile Marine certificates 
suffered severe declines, without much 
apparent basis other than speculative 
.rumor and opinion. 

“During the morning, especially with- 
in the first hour, prices on the Stock 
‘Exchange tended strongly upward, ad- 
vances of as much as 2 per cent. being 
common. The movement was apparent- 
ly a continuation of the reaction of 
yesterday from the sharp declines 
which. occurred on Monday, and pro- 
fessional buying had much to do with 
the advance. 

“Some of the stocks which were most 
heavily depressed in the afternoon de- 
cline exhibited the largest ins in the 
forenoon, notably several o ® copper 
issues and industrials stocks which were 
influenced also by dividend rumors and 
the various gossip which, as usual, al- 
“ways is current in a more or less nerv- 
‘ous and unsettled market.

“The combined promise of spring an 
winter wheat at this time is materially 
larger than was shown by condition 
figures on June 1.’’ 

The Price Current Grain Reporter 
said: ‘“‘The cool weather has not been. 
harmful to the wheat plant, but has 
had the effect of slowing up the winter 
wheat and will add somewhat to the 
yield, which is likely to exceed 475,000,000 
bu. In the cotton states the harvest is 
completed and the yield is smaller than 
usual. Rains have been frequent in the 
central belt and their continuation will

“In the spring wheat region the con- 
dition is improved but the cool weather 
is checking growth and warm sunshine 
is imperative to hasten the crop, which 
is frofn two to three weeks late in the 
planting.
